Henderson to the securities and 
exchange com m ission is acted up­ 
on. 
Called to W ashington 
H enderson’s vote in the S. E. 
C., they said, is necessary for the 
“new deal" group to control the 
tone of the impending S. E. C. 
presentation of the temporary na­ 
tional econom ic com m ittee’s probe 
into big-tim e financing. 
W ithin the past day or two, sev­ 
eral of the outstanding figures of

Plot Says Witches 


Are Pursuing Her 


Philadelphia, April 29 (ZP>— Ad­ 
ditional precautions were taken 
tonight to guard a confessed wom­ 
an principal in a widespread in­ 
surance-poison ring who twice at­ 
tempted 
suicide 
while 
shouting 
“w itches” were chasing her. 
High police officials said no of­ 
ficial report had been made, but 
guards declared on one occasion 
they found Mrs. Carina Favato 
with 
a 
handkerchief 
knotted 
around her neck. 
Several hours 
later, they said, she plunged a 
safety pin into- her arteries. 
The two suicide attem pts oc­ 
curred during a period of hysteria, 
the guards said, in which the 200- 
pound confessed piosoner screamed 
repeatedly from her cell: 
“T hey’re 
c o m i n g 
in 
here! 
T here’s no use keeping the door 
closed. 
They’re com ing.” 
To a guard's question she re­ 
plied: 
“I mean the w itches.” 
The widow’s confession during i 
her trial two weeks ago that she 
killed her step-son, her common­ 
law husband, and another man 
led to the arrest of several others.

Eleven in all have been taken 
into custody on charges of homi­ 
cide in connection with the mur­ 
der of possibly IOO persons In 
several eastern states by a gang 
that collected an untold amount 
of insurance.

Herman Petrillo, convicted and 
facing a sentence to the electric 
chair, has been quoted by District

Poison has been found in five 
bodies, four of which were ex­ 
humed m onths after burial.

An accusation that he received 
unreported income from business 
interests under names of other 
persons was listed in the new in­ 
dictment against the man who 
rose from a saloon bookkeeper of 
the ’90s to the head of a Demo­ 
cratic organization that has swung 
many state elections. 
Previously,

7, 
the 
grand jury charged that Pender­ 
gast failed to report $315,000 he 
was alleged to have received in 
connection with the compromise 
of a $9,500,000 state insurance 
case. 
Today’s indictment took in 
that earlier 
figure, 
raising

basis for government tax claims 
by $128,550. 
Pendergast. who attributed his 
success in politics to the fact he 
handled his city organization as a 
business, is accused in the indict 
ments of paying only $25,946 in 
taxes for 1935-36 but in reality 
now owing the government $4 3 7,- 
316 In taxes and penalties, us well 
as interest. 
Even as the new blow fell, the

would be pro rated among 430 
residents of a nearby men’s dor­ 
mitory. 
Secretary 
Hannah 
and

Chief Marie Grey said they were 
convinced the fire resulted from 
a student prank. 
Hannah said he 
was sufficiently positive that some 
students residing in Stevens T. 
Mason Hall were responsible for 
the fire to charge the damage to 
them, adding to 
each 
student’s 
housing fee for the term his share 
of the cost. 
The order will stand, he said, 
unless the individuals responsible 
for the fire admit, their guilt. 
The tool shed, belonging to the 
college 
horticulture 
department, 
has stood for several weeks in 
front of the men’s dormitory. The 
students considered It an eyesore 
and ’demanded that it be removed. 
College authorities found that in­ 
flammable materials had been se­ 
creted in the shed two weeks ago 
as if in preparation for a fire. 
They appealed to the students to 
do nothing drastic, promising to 
move the shed by next Tuesday. 
The fire last night followed a 
party in Stevens T. Mason Hall. 
If college authorities had evidence 
connecting the two incidents, how­ 
ever, they had not disclosed it.

European countries it holds a prominent 
place. 
Poland occupies an area of almost 150,- 
000 square miles, which is slightly 
less 
than the size of California, has a popula­ 
tion 
of 
approximately 34,000,000 
and 
rates fourth among European countries in 
acres of arable land. 
The gold .standard 
is still maintained, making Poland one of 
the few European countries with a stable 
currency. This is noteworthy in view of the 
economic position of all nations. 
The natural resources of Poland com­ 
prise coal, oil, iron, lignite, 
salt, 
potas- 
ium, zinc, and lead. The mining of these 
minerals goes on at full plant capacity and 
is a source of large revenue. The Polish 
zinc mines are the second largest in E u ­ 
rope. As a coal mining country, Poland 
ranks fifth in the world, supplies 20 per 
cent of the world’s crop of potatoes, is 
the second largest producer of hemp in 
the world, and one of the largest produc­ 
ers of beet sugar. 
The Polish 
railway 
system, 
entirely 
ruined during tho World, is one 
of 
the 
best in Europe, with locomotives and cars 
of Polish make, w’hich are modern 
and 
comfortable. Air traffic is served by 
a 
dozen or more lines, connecting all parts 
of the republic. 
Gdynia, the chief port of Poland on the 
Baltic, is a modern miracle. As late 
as 
1924 it w’as only a 
fishermen's village 
with 500 inhabitants. Jt. is now a city of 
more than 50,000 population, with sev­ 
eral excellent hotels, boulevards, business 
enterprises and an attractive railway sta ­ 
tion. Commerce and travel have increased 
to a rem arkable degree. In 1 925. for

Poland is noted for its educational ac­ 
complishments. The Commission of 
Na­

the world, recommended many years ago 
that physical training be on tho program 
of all school instruction. Such is Poland's 
educational policy. In all primary schools 
three hours are devoted each 
week 
to 
physical training. 
During the World W ar many thousands

MUCH RECKLESS DRIVING

So much is being published in 
the newspapers and over the r a ­ 
dio about regulation of traffic to 
make the world safer for tho av­ 
erage citizen, especially the chil­ 
dren, that most people have be­ 
come quite traffic conscious. 
I therefore observe with some 
amazement the speed 
at 
which 
cars are permitted to sail up and 
down through streets in the resi­ 
dent districts of Escanaba. 
We have recently moved to Esca­ 
naba from a large city, 
and 
a n ­ 
ticipated with some degree of re­ 
lief that the traffic hazard, par-j 
ticularly so far as 
children 
are 
concerned, would be 
greatly 
re­ 
duced. Of course, it is, com para­ 
tively, but it is not unusual to see 
cars going up or down S. 14th 
street at a speed of from 4 5 to 
50 miles per hour, within a block 
of schools, where children cross 
hack and forth four times daily 
At the side of 
the 
street 
the 
signs say, “ Speed Limit 30 miles 
per hour.” 
This fast driving 
and 
sudden 
corner turning is particularly ap­ 
plicable 
to 
certain 
commercial 
passenger vehicles, 
which

bent on getting somewhere in a

whether carrying

gers or not, 
I am not familiar with the traf­ 
fic toll of the city of Escanaba — 
whether it is high or low —but 
certainly it will not be m a d e low­ 
er by permitting cars to drive 15 
to 20 miles faster than the es­ 
tablished traffic restriction.

Sanitary Laws 
In This State 


Hotels, resorts, cabins, cafes, 
rooming houses, feeding and hous­ 
ing and entertaining Michigan’s 
tourists in the coming season are 
advised that sanitary regulations 
are going to be 
enforced 
on 
a 
stricter and more thorough-going 
scale this year, and that they can­ 
not pay too much attention to 
sanitation problems. 
The state is gradually building 
up its health and sanitation per­ 
sonnel as fast as means permit, 
but conditions still l e a v e much to 
be desired. 
In common with oth­ 
er states whose population dou­ 
bles and trebles during the resort 
season. Michigan has had to face 
and s o l v e some hard problems in 
the safeguarding of citizen and 
tourist health during the 
rush 
period. 
A letter recently received 
by' 
the Commissioner of Health 
at 
Lansing, with names and places 


deleted, is in part as follows, il­ 
lustrating the need 
for 
better 
sanitation: 
“ I spent last summer in Michi­ 
gan. 
I 
have property in . . , 
county and I should like to live 
there during the summer months, 
but I have hesitated to bring my 
children in view of 
unsanitary 
conditions noted in various parts 
around the state. 
“ Rural 
Michigan, 
including 
some of its otherwise fine resort­ 
ing country, has too many horri­ 
ble non-flyproof outdoor toilets. 
Such things make fiyborne 
dis­ 
eases inevitable and they should 
be done away with or at least be 
carefully screened 
where 
large 
numbers of people congregate. Ev­ 
ery' outdoor closet, should have 
seat covers and flyproof 
doors. 
The rural place with indoor flush 
toilets has a big advantage when 
it comes to attracting people who 
appreciate good sanitation. 
“ It is strange that the 
great 
State of Michigan, with its multi­ 
tudinous attractions for tourists, 
should neglect its own 
peoples’ 
backyards and thus unnecessarily 
jeopardize the health 
and 
per­ 
haps the lives of visitors. 
At the 
risk of appearing presumptuous, 
I suggest that the State Health

The 
British 
government 
is 
adopting conscription and 
estab­ 
lishing a 
Ministry 
of 
Supply, 
which together mean nothing leas 
than the total mobilization of th 
n a tio n ’s resources 
its man pow 
er. its industries, its capital and 
its labor. 
The proposed budget is stagger 
lug. 
It amounts to £1.322,000, 
OOO. 
or 
about 
$0,500,000,000 
Considering that the British pop 
ulation is about one-third of ours 
this is the equivalent of a 
SUC­ 
COP.OOO.OOO American budget. It 
represents a full third of tin1 total 
British national income. 
Furthermore, it is to be raised 
chiefly by taxation— by increased 
rates on motorcars, tobacco, su­ 
gar: and by higher death duties 
aud surtaxes. 
The 
Athens 
of 
Europe is 
subjecting 
itself 
to 
Spartan measures. 
The tax on automobiles jumps 
by 66 2/3 per cent. 
It means that 
the owner of a Ford will pay $186 
yearly. 
It may discourage

T here are several reasons for 
this.
